The 18th century of the Christian 
Era has shown most wonderful pro- 
gress in overcoming ‘the forces of 
nature and making them the ser- 
vants of man, but it is very doubt- 
ful Whether this material progress 
has added to the sum-total of human 
happiness, The triumplis of science 
and art have been madeo the levers 
by which the cunningg‘and capable 
few are ennbled tu lift.the wealth of 
the world into their fown} enters, 
using the muscle, the ¢ ern sin- 
ew, the very - life sefe otete 
laborers as fulerums. Millions 
aro in want, and thousands 
are actually perishing, not because 
there is not enough to clothe and 
feed all, but because there is too 

reat a surplus of these necessaries. 

verproduction throws millions out 
employments or makes them fight 
each other for a chance to work for 
starvation wages. Thus the invent- 
ors of labor-saving machinery are 
really the worst enemies to the la- 
borer, 


The most hopeless feature in all 
this outlook is that so few really un- 
derstand the true significance of the 
new Industrial Slavery. So sudden 
and bewildering has been the change 
from the old feudalism to the new 
that the workers, dazzled by 
the glare of svientific discovery 
and stupefied by the dim and whirr 
of steam-driven machinery, have not 
yet discovered the abyss of degra- 
dation to which the system is driv- 
ing them, They have not yet dis- 
covered that arms of muscle and 
bone must necesswily fail in their 
struggle for independence when pite 
telagainst arms of iron and steel driv- 
en by steam and electricity, and owned 
by non-producers. The possession 
al that bauble called the ballot 
keeps alive the delusion that they 
are freemen, seemingly unconscious 
of the inexorable truth that politi- 
cal freedom cannot live where indus- 
trial frecdom does not exist. 

The so-called strikes and lubor 
revolts, although futile as genuine 
reforms, are a hopeful sign that the 
workers aro beginning to see the 
danger into which they have been 
so stupidly drifting. m 


PRACTICAL CO-OPERATION. 


Last week’s issue contained n 
short article under the caption Co- 
operation in Production and Com- 
munism in Enjoyment.” This arti- 
cle was designed by Mr, Anthony to 
be prefatory to n longer one giving u 
somewhat detailed plan of a co-op 
erative scheme which he wishes to 
actualize at his own home 
in Whitesides county Illinois. The 
details as given by our correspond- 
ent may seem more extended nnd te- 
dious than necessary, but we prefer 
to let triepd A, state the plan in his 
own way. We herewith re-insert 
the prefatory remarks as given in

It isatipulated that nil taxes, _ronewals, 
and repairs pertniniúk” to the fur 
its management, shall be defrayod and 
paid out of the current income of the 
farm ns they may from time to time bo 
called for; that it is the nsseta at the 
vont ond, after deducting the liabilities 
incident to tho farm’s support and man- 
pgement during tbe year and the two 
hundredidollars reverting to the party 
of tho first part, that isto be tho rola 
componsation, oxcopt beard and lodging, 
for the time and labor of all parties to 
this agreoment; that, with the exception 
of personal wearing apparel, thero shall 
bo provided out of tho current income of 
tho farm all and equal home mid tablo 
comforts to tho party or partics of tho 
second past that ho, the party of the first 
part, himself enjoys; that thore shall bo 
a oon mon sustenance in u ways but not 
common clothing; this, each party to this 
agroement agrocs shall bo an individnal 
expense,

THE CAP IT. II. ISTIC PRISS, 


As a fair specimen of the logic of 
the capitalistic press in its come 
ments on the troubles towards 
which all eyes are now turned, we 
take the following from the Man- 
hattan Nationalist, copied approv- 
ingly by the Topeka Commonwealth: 

„It is not mere folly—It is wicked—because 
it leads men astray and prepares their minds 
nnd hearts for deeds of lawlessnens--to say 
that because a few men have bocome abnor- 
mally rich their supernbundance has been 
ground out of their employes. A man may 
become wealthy, and yet treat his employes 
with liberality and courtesy. What he 
makes does not necessarily come from 
grinding the persons in his employ. It has 
been obtained from the community in 
general, The great fortunes of tho Vander- 
billa, Goulds, etc.. are, not the accumula- 
tions of railroad earnings, bot are thegpoils 
wrenched from their fellow gamblors 
in stocks.“ 


The futility, the hollowness, if 
not the downright dishonesty of 
such argument must be apparent to 
the most careless reader, Suppose 
we admit the truth of the last sen- 
tence just quoted. Sippone it is 
true that Vanderbilt and Jay Gould, 
ete., won their millions from their 
“fellow gamblers in stocks“ —cloes 
this help the capitalistic side of the 
great case now on trial at the bar 
of publia opinion? Where, where 
did those “fellow gamblers” get 
their millions to lose when Gould 
and Vanderbilt are the winners? 
Does not labor pay it all? Mr, 
Griflin has just admitted that the 
great wealth of employers may 
wave “been obtained from the 
community in general“ And what, 
pray, is this “community in gen- 
eral?” Ts it a patent labor-saving 
machine that produces wealth 
without work? Was not every 
dollar now owned by tbe “cont 
munity in general“ first earned Dy 
some laborer in particular? The 
railways are not producere=-thoy 
are simply distributors, and as such 
thoy earn the right to fair come 
pensation, But do they exact only 
fair compensation? A congressional 
cominittee appointed for tho pur- 
pose, reported that under fair com. 
Ponsaton a bushel of whoat could 
bo carried by rail from the Miss- 
issippi to the Atlantio for six cents. 
Say it costs now 24 cents, what be- 
vornes of the other 18 cents? Does 
it go into the pockets of the freight 
handlers, the section men, the 
brakemen ete? Mr. Griftin knows 
it docs not, Ho knows that these 
18 cents per bushel are simply part 
and parcel of the “accumulated rail- 
roal earnings“ that go to swell 
“tho gieat fortunes of tho Vander- 
bilts, Goulds, eto.“ 

LIBERTY AND COURTESY,” 

“A man may rapidly become 
wealthy, and yet treat his em- 
ployes with liberty and courtesy,” 
says My. Griflin, Perhaps so, but 
it is not a question of “liberality 
and courtesy’ that the laborer is con. 
cerned about just now. It is jusle 
ice! aus rien, that ha demands. When 
this is granted by the Goulds and 
Vanderbilts they may keep their 
liberality, courtesies and e 
to themselves or swap them with 
their “fellow gamblers in stocks!“ 
Justico demands that the laborer 
shall have, not only a part of his 
earnings, as now, but ant his earns 
ings. When the capitalist gets 
back his capital invested in any 
enterprise, together with a fair per- 
centage for risk, anda fair return 
for his own timo and labor devoted 
to its management—this is all he 
can with justice claim. The rest 
of the legitimate proceeds of the 
business should go to tha employes, 
The natural resources of the coun- 
try belong not the man who by 
means of his money can control 
them, but to all the inhabitants 


alike, Tho samo may bo said of 
tho accumulated advantages of 


scientifio discovery—the steam en- 
gine and JaVor-saving machinery 
of all kinds. Useful inventions 
aro simply ideas incarnated 
or “materiniized,” aud these 
should be considered as a part of 
tho inheritance of the race rather 


than the property of au, individual 
or of a corporation of individuals, 
n.

JOURNEYINGS OF THE JUNIO It. 


Work has crowded upon me so 
that L have had no time in which to 
write up my travels, and now I can 
give only the briefest resume of the 
scenes and events: incident thereto.

During the two days that I was 
away, an April snow whitened the 
nir and muddied the streets, but our 
meetings, held under the auspices of 
the German Free Congregation, was 
in every way R success, There are 
many lee Frecthinkers and Labor 
Reformers in St. Jo. 

Returning to the office on Apr. 5, 
T have been engaged for n few days 
in helping get out a new book list, 
which will accompany this number 
of Locrrer, tnd can also pe had on 
ee nt the office.

this time the husband was attacked 
by a malignant, fever which proved 
fatal, ending his earthly existence, 
just nt u period of financial depres- 
sion, which left the wife nearly 
penniless Fate rarely gives any 
one person all the bad things and 
this poor'ereature speedily recavered 
her health—but the eldest child 
never walked until five years old 
and then only as a result of the best 
medical skill and faithful care. 
This woman often told me that al- 
though her husband was kind in all 
other directions she was secretly 

lad when he*passed on,” for “if he 
nad lived I must soon have died, and 
what would have become of my 
poor invalid child.“ Mr. Van Win- 
kle is afraid of such nastiness as 
facts disclose, If he is better than 
the law allows" I hope he will take a 
square look af humanity who stretch 
legality to its greatest dimensions.

I should 
not havo been so nervous had the 
printing: materials been my own 
property, Well, the articles that 
aronsel the frenzy of the populaca 
were written, mostly, by our oppon- 
ents. Friend W. may safely caleu- 
late that I have had moments when 
such sentiments as he now holds, 
found lodgement in my breast! 

But on the whole fam for the A 
more generous policy, I would say, 
let our opponents adopt their own 
style, so long as they do not excite 
either of the two mobs—the Govern- 
ment or the populace, But by all 
means let every friend of Freedom 
hold himself, or be held, rigidly, 
to absolute chastity-in-style. Then 
if our opponents show themselves 
unmanly, refined people. .avill sec 
the difference, and tho verdict will 
so far be in our favor.

All civil laws 
aron curse; every government on the 
globo ia a curse; nud ignoranco, which 
is persistently porpetuuted by priest 
and politician, is all that makos them a 
seeming necessity, But the grontest 
curso of all laws, of all governments, 
js the Iaw that makes woman soxually 
tho slavo of man, for this law Hes at the 
very foundation of lifo nnd does more 
to make the world what it is—a veritable 
pandemonlum- thun all otbor on uses 
combined. It pooplos the world with 
human fiends; with lustful wretches; 
with souls stoepod in hatred and filled 
with bolligorent and murderous propensi- 
ties, And why? Because they wero 
conecived in lust, without dosire, and 
pestatod with murder in the mother’s 
heart, What food for thought was con- 
tnined in these fow lines which lately 
appeared in a reform paper from 
n lady: “Tam St yoars old, nnd 1 never 
know but one mother who welcomed all 
hor children.“ Think of this assortion, 
yo defenders of soxual slavery, and then 
wonder that war and wiekeduoss fill the 
world! What else enn be expected, and 
when will it conse under the good old 
regime —tho “sacred institution“ of logal 
marringo? Just na long as woman isa 
alavo to man will prisons bo filled to 
overflowing and insana nsylums bo the 
living tomb of thousands whose wouk 
aud ill-balanced minds cannot stand tho 
pressure of trinis and troubles incident 
to modern civilization, 


Whilo women are mado soxual slaves 
and forced to bear progqny againat their 
will and desire, the words of P. B.

Civil Jaw places the wife's 
person coinpletely in the power of the 
husband, and then declares that tho ob- 
ject of this ono sided institution is to 
people the world, and numbers without 
regard to kind or quality is the groat 
desideratum, To illustrate this fact it 
ig only necessary to rofer to that law 
which makes the prevention of concen- 
tion a crime, with a penalty of $5000, and 
ten yenrs imprisonment attached. No 
mattor what the physical condition of 
man aod wife; no mattor if excessive 
child-bearing monns fools and invalids 
for children, ruined Lealth and proma» 
ture death for the mother, a wise pro- 
vention of these doplorable evils and 
loss of lity must not bo thought of for 
an instant, much loss put in praciice; for 
tho law, the infallible luw, stamps the act 
with criminality! When I road such 
letters ns Dr. Fonto recently published, 
froma mother who recently has ushorod 
three invalids into tho world, owing to 
their fathor's habits of intoxiont jon, who 
wishes to avoid stich crimes against Na- 
ture in tho future, but cannot because 

ignorant of a menns of prevention unkter 
the father of fools bas demanded his 
“rights,” J feol to say, to hell with such 
laws and the stupid ignoramuses that 
concocted and enacted thom, We have 
lately received the information that this 
is not the age of prostitution through 
your columns, but C. W., a milliousire,de- 
clares that he gavo n girl fourteen years 
of ugo, $100,000 to marry him. Society 
will call this legal virtue, but Nature wil] 
stamp her disapproval on their offspring. 
ehould they have any, and more misery 
und unhappiness will be incarnated ne- 
cording to law. Is this an isolated case? 
Most certainly not, and those who peno- 
trale the shams of society can find no 
ond to such instances of legalized virtuo 
55 sanctified morality. Legal marriago 
woare told, is the basis of society, but 
any society that rests on such u basis in · 


sites, generates, and perpetuates inhar- 
mony, crime and misery; always did, 
always will. Prostitution is always the 
sawe, regurdless of namo; and virtue, a 
word much monopolized by the devotees 
of society ns seen to-day, enn be found 
iu only one way--by n knowledge of and 
obedience to natural ads.

progress, aud nn innocent beliet that 
evolution is naturally n peaceful process, 
Lam onoof those purists and evolution. 
ists, and yot I claim to be moro 
revolutionary than any of the loud 
hato-teachers of the Alurm“ and 
Freihoit school, The trouble is, that 
ton great many tho word Revolution, 
which really means radical chango, cou- 
voys an impression of horriblo street 
scon os and wholosnlo butchery. From a 
nistorienl point of view thoy nro no 
doubt right, Past history records po 
“dry” revolutions, But it ia nono the lesa 
time, tnt in nu advanced stato of so- 
ciety, with a moro genoral diffusion of 
knowledge and progrossive idons blood- 
loss rovolutions will be a historical fact, 
Radical changes and reforms will be 
inangurated without any violenco 
or civil war. I nm fully aware 
that tho history of human progress 
is not n fairy-tale, und that evolution 
led diroctly to rovolutiovary ontbroaks 
and temporary social chaos, Dut, as 
Macnulay says, tho violence of rovolu- 
tions is generally proportioned to the 
degred of maladministration which has 
produced thom, In Russin I should bo a 
terrorist.“ But in n politically free 
country Ronron is, the best wonpon. 
Where wo cun spent openly und freely, 
educate and agitate, the propaganda by 
deed is noodloss and will do more harm 
than good, Whon alargo number of ins 
tolligent porsona “go in for“ reform, the 
policy of non-compliance and passive 
resistance commends itself as tho most 
effective and revolutionary, 

Suppose all Troland in passivo rovelt 
against the landlords and tyrants! Bupe 
poao the ery of No Ront takon up in 
dead earnest and the people detorminod 
to stand by their rights, ‘That would 
certainly bo the grandest apectacio in all 
history: the grontest revolution af mod- 
orn times, and yet it would, in all proba- 
bility, bo a vory pencoful and quiet affair. 

As to the question of individual profor- 
onen and judgment, Tum nota little sure 
prised to henr from Anarchist Lum that 
tho talk about best methods is the in- 
cohorence “of chattering idiots” Ile 
knows very well that Anarchism js far 
from enjoying popular favor und admira» 
tion; that thousands of men and women 
uro opgiged ina struggle without a 
cloar understanding of their nims, wants 
nnd chances, Why doos he nssert 
his individaality und preash Anarch- 
ism to all theo nnsympathotio and 
unfriendly forces? Thorno powerful 
bodies cortninly play au import - 
ant role in our lifo and shapo modern 
history, but wo Anarchists cannot fol- 
low them and do unr work in our own 
way, ‘hia talk about tho “logic of 
ovents“ is idlo and moaningless. We do 
business with individuals, who have in- 
dividual opinions, convistions and habits. 
If the logic ot events has produced the 
communistic anarchists it hns also pro- 
duced me, I havemy individual convic» 
tions aud proposo to liveup to them. It 
is certainly a question of facts, as Ir. 
Lum says, but overy ono of us is n fact, 
andit one has n right to live and assert 
himself 80 lias tho other. 

The glory of anarchism, is that it 
pronches true individuality and ropudi- 
atos all external authority -whether of 
man, cereal or idexs, The indiviannl 
must bo guided by his own renson and 
be his own authority, The Anarchist 
believes that the interests of all freo and 
independent individuals are identical, 
and it this 1s true, social order and hur- 
mony will prevail in the future under 
liberty, which 18 the mother of both,
